They 
are willing to pay the price if they 
get the quality, and the gardener 
that will make the greatest success 
will be the one ‘that caters to this 
demand. ~ — 

Thore are several factors of great 
importance ‘necessary to actilevo the 
greatest amount of. success. - Fore- 
, | Most of these, perhaps, is proper 
harvesting. Few, evén of.our grow- 
crs, realize how. rapidly our vege- 
tables deteriorate quality after 
they are taken from the ground. 
Much of the fine flator and ‘crispness 
is lost in the case $f such products 
as onions, lettuce And radishes in 
‘only a few hours ufless xpecial care 
is exercised im Jing. Such crops 
+} should never/be to winds-or 
the hot sun and {f they can be kept 
‘| tn-a cool, ‘fairly. moist condition, the 
least possible loss in quality will’ be 
maintained. 
To market the vegetable crop to 
beat advantage the grower must ever 
keep In mind the ukimate destination 
of his goods.. The housewife is the 
one that he must please. If sho is 
well pleased ‘then she tells her neigh- 
bors quietly over the back fence, but 
{f she finds that she has received 
something of very inferior quality 
then she prociaims her grievance 
from the housetops'and forever after 
Will -be hard ‘to ince that there 
is such a thing‘as 
The most impo: t factors to 
{n mind are few in) number and are 
not hard to put info practice. The 
proper degree of maturity fs the first 
one that must be considered. Carrots, 
beets, onions, radishes and the other 
bunching crops should not be pulled 
before they reach the proper size. 
They should. be'carefully pulled and 
taken to the bunching ‘houses. There 
they. are neatly “bunched, tied and 
washed and then should be protected 
from the atmosphere as much as pos- 
sible by covering. Lettuce, spinach, 
parsley, cabbage and cauliflower 
should be carefully cut and placed in 
baskets or carriers. Care should be 
taken that none of the dirt is taken 
ap and allowed to fall through tie 
leaves, as this is hard to remove even 
by careful washing and will alwa: 
tower the quality. i j 

There is perhaps.not more than 
ono person in ten that'can be called 
a really successful salesman, and 
here is where a good many of our 
Growers fall down, and after produc- 
ing a-high grade product they are 
unable to market It to the best ad- 
vantage. The first requisite, as has 
already been mentioned, is a high 
gtade article. An inferior grade cin- 
not be expected to obfain the highest 
price. The proper care in preparation 
is also important. A neat, attrac- 
live package, well-packed, with high 
grade vegetables will always 
mand.the higher price. Furthermote, 
an attractive'afticlo will be its own 
salesman, and ro matter how over- 
stocked the market may be, will com- 
mand a good price, The proper caro 
in sorting and grading is also quite 
important,, Vegetables of poor qual- 
{ty should never be placed .on the 
market. They will not only have to 
be sold at.a much lower price but 
Wilk also hhye the effect of lowering 
the price On"the higher grades, with 
the result that many a good market 
has been almost ruined by a small 
quantity of inferior goods. 

From this we sec that the greatest 
results can only be obtained by grow- 
ing a high grade article, carefully 
harvested and. attractively and ef- 
clently marketed.—A. H. McLennan, 
BSA, Ontario Vegetable Specialist.

All Canadian citizens are British 
subjects, but all British subjects Iiv- 
Ing in Cannda are not Canadian citl- 
zens, The Duke of Devonshire for 


example, is not a Canadian citizen, 9}. 
because he is not domiciled here. 


According to the Immigration Act, 
the term “Canadian citizen’ means: 
(a) A person born In Canada who 
has not become an allen; (b) A Brit- 
ish subject who has Canadian domli- 
eile; or (c}) A person naturalized 
under the laws of Canada who has 
hot subsequently become an allen or 
lost Canadian: domicile.” “Domicile” 
ia defined eas the “place in which a 
person has his present home, or It 
which he resides, orto which he re- 
turns an his place of present per- 
manent abode and not for a mere 
special or temporary purpose.” It 
takes a residence of three years un- 
der theese conditions for an immi- 
frant to acquire Canadian domicile.

They quickly 
become’ hypercritical, and the small- 
er the field the greater the tendency 
to magalocephdiy, From over-spe- 
cialization, scientific men are in a 
More parlous state than are the hu- 
manists from‘negiect of classical tra- 
dition, The salvation of science lies 
in a recognition of a new philosophy.

Plato describes: ‘Now, when all these 
studies reach the point of intercom. 
munion and connection with one an- 
other, and come to‘be considered in 
their mutual affinities, then I think, 
and not till then, will the pursult/of 
them have value.’”’

When it is remembered that over 
430,000 troops went verseas from 
Canada,; this is considered below the 
average: .,I¢-must also be ‘borne in 
mind that included in this number 
are those who deserted from the first 
contingent of abocut 33,000 men, a 
high proportion of whom were men 
born in the British Isles, 

Many of these had served in the 
home forces. Shortly after the ar- 
rivai of the first continent in Eng- 
land, a considerable number of these 
deserted, and in many cases, it is 
understood, they re-enlisted in their 
old British regiment. Thus, at the 
beginning of the War, in 1914, there 
was a much higher proportion of de- 
sertions than-if any year since, 

On an average about 14 deserters 
& month are being accounted for, so 
that number is likely to be consider- 
ably reduced.” .

awaiting him on demand, b

his family somehow; he has done his

{ng away thrift stamps and in giving 
to all the war causes; he haz pinched 
and economized, taken on extra work 
Svenings and spent his holidays and 
off hours in the home garten; he has 
done his duty in the main bravely, 
loyally, patiently, nobly.

: White Slaughier 


i Startling Confessions Are Made to 
Arkansas Investigating Com- 
"mittee. 








MELENA, Ark:,’ Oct. 7.—Bands of 
Begroes in Southern Phillips “county, 
of which this city is the seat of gov- 
ernment, had planned a ~ general 
slaughter of white people In this lo- 
cality, according to members of the 
committee of seven appointed by clyil 
authorities with the sanction of Goy- 
ernor Charles Brough, who announced 
that confessions made by some of the 
captured negroes and other informa? 
tion Indicated a widespread plot. 

Sfembers of the committee said the 
plans of the negroes included an up- 
rising In the event certain demands 
were not met. With October 6th set 
as the day for the uprising, negro pri- 
soners are sald to hare ~ confessed, 
each member of the organization at 
specified places was to take a bale of 
cotton by, that date to certain prom- 
Inent landowners, - plantation mana- 
gers*and merchants and‘ “demand a 
settlement.” 

‘The -confessions,.. ag ‘announced, 
made_it- appear to the investigators 
that, following this demand, the. ne- 
Kroes were to shoot down all whites 
in sight. A-list of 21 names, admitted 
to‘represent the men to whom the de- 
mand .would ‘be presente, is in the 
hands of the investigating committee. 

Killing of these 21, the prisoners 
said, was to be the signal -for all 
members of the organization to at- 
tack the white population.

“Standard Time.” 

There ,has been a great deal of 
disputing in Canada as to which time 
is~“standard time.” The champions 
of the old time called it “standard 
time” untill their claim was at last 
contested by the people who favored 
daylight saving. Alter considerable 
controversy regarding the term, the 
people of London, Ont., sécured /a 
final verdict by making’a direct en- 
quiry to the Greenwich (England) 
Observatory, which sets the time for 
the world. It was learned that “day- 
light saving” is’ standard time, 
Greenwich Observatory is operating 
on daylight-saving time in concord 
with the British law, which advanced 
the clocks an hour during the sum- 
mer months. As a result daylight 
Saving advocates contgnd that they

NO DISGRACE 3E TO" FEEL FEAR 


One Result of “War Ha Has Been Sanes 
Idea of_What Constitutes 
Real Bravery. 


An English observer calls attention 
to the fact that our world war has 
destroyed the fear. of being afraid. 
Heretofore, even to most distant an- 
tiquity, the one quality insisted on in 
the soldier was that he should be 
fearless and the-more-catiousty 20 the 
better. The falntest r.of timid 
ity was a biack mark against the most 
respondent knight as well as the low- 
est bowman or halbardier, and the 
schooling for war was an utter def- 
ance of the personal risk. 

This theory held, as many will re 
member, eren till the period of the 
Boer war, when the British +suffered 
80 severely In officers because It waz 
held .cowardly for a commander ta 
seek cover. Men, then as now, felt 
fear, for. that is one of flesh's attri- 
butes and, Indeed, 1s one of ‘the most 
valuable of human possessions, since 
fear Is our protection from dangers 
end harms innumerable, We fear wild 
beats to myold them, snakes and 
spiders to Increase our attention, 
storms and tempests that we may pre- 
Dare means of escape from them. 

So It was only in battle that ehiv- 
alry insisted that man should be with 
out » or pretend to be. 

With the coming of new warfare, 
fowever, all laads at once came to a 
more sane understanding and the old 
physical bravery has given place to 
moral resolution. The man who now 
enters the hell of shell fire, of hurled 
Games and deadly gases, no longer 
attempts to fool himself into the be- 
lef that he in not afraid. He knows 
full well and only a stupid nature 
could avold the knowledge that the 
human fs at the mercy of forces a 
million times beyond his own ability 
to counter. The old knight might 
really believe he was able to unhorse 
all the enemies that rode against him 
and therefore might. conceivably be 
without fear, but how can a soldier 
feel that way when facing modern 
Weapons of destruction? 

Therefore, it is no longer a dle 
grace to feel fear or to admit it; the 
only disgrace is to allow fear to pre- 
Yent one doing his duty. How much 
finer fiber is needed for this new de 
Sance!

Value of Dollar. 


Canadian trade statistics for the 
frst half of the calendar year appear 
to indicate that whilé the adverse bai- 
ance In trade with the Uniled States 
ia still unfortunately large conditions 
fn this respect are at any rate better 
than they were in the corresponding 
Period of 1918. That is, Canada has 
been selling a greater value of goods 
to the United. States, and importing 
a less value. There has been a mark- 
ed falling off in exports as well as 
imports since March, however, the 
decline in imports being perhaps due 
to the high rate of exchange; which 
has Jed to the cancellation of many 
orders. The figures from Ottawa

The nickel 
‘produced from the New Jersey refinerics of the Nickel Com- 
pany was indispensable for munitions made in the United States 
for the Allies. The’best the British and Canadian Governments 
_ could do was to keep a sharp’ surveillance on the disposal of 
every piete of nickel turned out by the company, to prevent 
resale of it to German interests.* The British navy guarded ship- 
ments of it.

He’ produced 
an article on the subject. of prune 
growing [n British Columbia, in 
which he at’ that time : refused 
tolencourage many who were’ suf™- 
clently interested to‘ propose invest- 
ing or taking an active. part in the 
industry, because ho knew that at 
that time a large supply of water 
could not be obtained: at Grand 
ir 


Since three yéars ago, the prospect 
of a sufficient water supply for fruit 
Jand irrigation in the Gtand Forks 
Valley has improved-very greatly an: 
the possibilities of producing a hea‘ 
crop by such means have been amply 
demonstrated, as in the case of the 
Summerside Ranch, where, this year, 
over 10,000 boxes of prunes were 
Picked from the nine acres of orchard 
—these prunes selling at $1.10 a bor 
at prairie points, In round figures, 
$21,000-was the value of the crop 
harvested froan‘the nine acres. “Nor 
is this a recvrd production for the 
prune orchard,” says the Grand 
Forks Gezette. “Fourteen thousand 
boxes were harvested in a forner 
season.” 

Recognizing the possibilities of the 
Grand Forks district, the British 
Columbia Provincial Government is 
to put In an Irrigation system at once, 
which will place one-third of the wat- 
er of the Kettle rjver on nearly 6,000 
acres of land. Tho district gets about 
14 Inches of water from natural 
causes every year, and the Irrigation 
system will give 30 inches more, mak- 
ing 44 Inches altogether. The Gov- 
ernment engineer, Mr. Bicker, made 
all the measurements. He is a great 
enthusiast on the matter, and says 
he is positively certain‘that the quan- 
tity of water supplied by the frriga- 
tion system will be at least thirty 
inches. : 

As indicating the. Importance of 
the Grand Forks Valley as.a source 
of prone and other fruit supply, the 
folowing from an item in the:Grand 
Forks Gazette of September 19 is 
interesting: : 

“Forty-three carloads of fruit have 
been shipped from Grand Forks this 
season to dite,‘exclusive of express 
shipments, which: wotld amount to 
several additional cars. Up. till last 
night shipping over’ the C.P.R. in- 
eluded 21 cars Of prunes,:nine cars 
of apples, one car of plums, and six 
cars of mized fruit. Two cars of 
Prunes and one of apples have gone 
over the same line to-day, and thr . 
additional cars were shipped via the 
Great Northern.” \ ) 

So far as can be learned, it has 
not; yet been found profitable to 
Manufacture prunes in British Co- 
lumbla. The price of labor and fuel 
are sald to be too high, and there is 
a larger percentage of moisture in 
the plums than fn those grown in 
California or Oregon. In California 
a large proportion of the prunes are 
made by drying them in the sun. Now, 
however, with the prospect of a large 
supply of the fruit available at one 
point, and the moisture content pos- 
sible of control by reason of the arti- 
Gcial irrigation, the possibility of 
manufacturing the surplus over the 
demand for the fresh fruit ui: prob? 
ably worth considering.

. Winnipeg's New Aquodact. 

The new aqueduct of Winnipeg 
Passes under the Red river in a tun- 
nel 1,100 feet long. The tunnel is a 
ten by ten foot.bore eut through solid 
Ilmestone and within this is the 60- 
inch cast-iron pipe of the aqueduct. 
The rock ‘im’ ly seamed and has 
many pockéts? The contract called 
for completely filling in the. space 
around the pipe with concrete and 
further stipulated that compressed 
air must not be’ used jg placing the 
concrete, Accordingly the following 
method was-used: Prior to-placing 
the pipe a concrete floor was lald 
and carefully graded for the pipe to 
rest upon. After the pipe had been 
laid, bulkheads were erected, divide 
ing the tunnel into sections, which 
were successively filled to within two 
feet of the roof: Then concrete dams 
were built to the roof, sealing off 
the sections, and through holes prov- 
fously bored from the surface 















through tho roof, the cavities in 
each compartment were completely 
filled. The compartments ° directly 
under the river wero filled through !

)’The-tern arrives in the Far North 
about Jpne 15, and leaves again‘for 
the south toward the end of August, 
when the young are able to fiy 
strongly. Two or three months later 
the birds are found skirting the edge 
of the Antarctic continent, 11,000 
miles away. What their track is 
over that vast space: no one yet 
knows. 

A few Individuals are occasionally 

seen along the’New England coast in 
the fall, but_the flocks of thousands 
and thousands of these gregarious 
birds which alternate from pole *to 
pole have -never been met by any 
trained observer competent to learn 
thelr preferred path and thelr time 
schedule. They must travel at least. 
150 miles a day—apart frotii their 
flights in search or pursuit of food— 
to carry them within ten or twelve 
weeks from’ one end of the world to 
the other. 
The Arctic tern enjoys more houra 
of sunlight than-any other creature 
On-the globe. The sun never sets 
during fts stay at the northern nest- 
Ing grounds, and during the stay in 
the south it has two months of con- 
Unuous sunlight and practical day- 
light for between six and eight 
tionths of the year.

BRIDAL FLOWERS HERE AGAIN 


That Crange Blossoms Are in the 

Market Iz a Sure Harbinger 

of World Peace. 

One foteresting sign of the coming 
of pence hans been the reappearance of 
Teal orange, blossoms at @edidings. 
During the war they were difficult fo 
obtain, owing to the fact that they 
come as a rule from France. Nearly 
all the orange flowers which are used 
at smart marriages in London and 
Paris are grown In the sheltered val- 
teys of the Alps Maritimes behind the 
Riviera. 
Here there are orchards of orange 
trees scattered over the sunny, slopes, 
and the local peasantry devote most of 
thelr time to growing the beautiful 
flowers, No attempt is made‘to get 
the fruit, seeing that the orange trees 
are solely cultivated for the sake of 
the glistening blooms. 
A large part of the floral crop finds 
Its way to the perfume factories of 
Grasse, but the choicest sprays are 
picked for the London and Paris mar 
kets. Orange flowers keep fresh fora 
considerable time, and they stand the 
Journey to Engiand very well, arriving 
in perfect condition —London News. 


Fus in Airships. 
Although Gen. Seely, the Under 
Secretary of the Air Ministry, assures 
us that it is now safer to travel in 
the air than by sea, tho average per- 
son regards ihe danger of fire as ono 
of the greatest whacks to travel 
by airship. 4 
Not onty fs the hydrogen fas with 
which airship envelopes are filled 
extremely inflammable, but it forms 
a highly explosive substance when 
mired with even a large propertion 
of air. 

It Is proposed, however, to use a 
substitute for hydrogen—known as 
helium — which will make airships 
fireproof and reduce dangers of cx- 
-Plosion to an absolute minimum. 
Helium is not a new discovery. 
Sir Norman Lockyer told us all 
about it £0 years ago; but hitherto 
{t has been far too costly to use for 
airships, Until recently it could only 
be produced at a cost of £300 to 
£1,000 per cubic fcot, and as hun- 
dreds of thousands of cubic fect aro 
required for a large airship it will 
be readily understood that an army 
of millionaires would have been re- 
quired to defray the cost of a squad- 
ron of helium gas-bags, 

Certain discoveries have now been 
made, however, in connection with 
the natural gases of Kansas and 
Texas which have been -utilized with 
such success that {t is hoped, within 
a very short time, to produce helium 
at a cost of about ten cents a foot. 
We may, therefore, anticipate in 
the near future fireproof airships, 
which will change the whole aspect 
of aerial trafic.—Tit-Bits. 


The Cost of Clothes. 
The high cost of clothing is not 
confined to Canada. Recently a sol- 
dier. appeared before an English 
Judge against a frm of dyers who 
had lost:a suit of clothes belonging 
to the plaintiff. The sult cost about 
$17.50 in 1915, and bad been worn 
only a few times. When the soldier 








retursied from the war his wife sent 
his garments to the dyers to be clean- 
ed and the suit was lost. The firm 
offered to pay the original price, but 
the judge called in a tailor,,who tes- 
tified that the present value of the 
suit would be at least $46: There- 
upon the judge struck a balance and 
gave judgment for $35 and costs to 
the soldier, 
Fire-Retarding Paints. | 
From tests made at the federal bu- 
reau of standards it appears that, 
while practically all palpt’ coatings 
have some freretarding action, none 
of those so far tested afford very great 
Protection. All the samples in question 
were materially damaged by applica- 
tion of flame for a few seconds. Both 
sodium silicate and whitewash rank 
comparatively high. These haye the 
advantage of cheapness and can both 
be used on'the same surface. However, 
according to a recent bulletin of the bu- 
reau, no treatment of wood after erec- 
tion can be expected to serve as an ef- 
fective fire protection, and the use of 
such materials should not be made an 
excuse for omitting any of the usual 
preceutions agalnst :

Hon. N. W. Rowell Introduces Fed- 
eral Resolution to This Effect.

OTTAWA, Oct. 20—Hon, N. W. 
Rowell, president .of the Privy Coun- 
cil introduced a resolution whoge pur- 
pose it is to embody in-legislation the 
war-time order-in-Councll of May last 
by which the importation into Canada 
or the exportation out cf Canada of 
morphine, cocaine or opium is pro- 
hibited excepting under license. 

Mr. Rowell declared that the order- 
in-Councll had been passed. by reason 
of the increased Importation of such 
drugs. The United States had very 
stringent regulatious against the im- 
portation of such murcotics. 

The president of the Privy Council 
declared that while there had been a 
tremendously increased importation 
of these drugs into Canada during the 
past few years, the increase did not 
represent increased consumption in 
the Dominion. From information re- 
ceived it would appear that a great 
part of the Imporiation had been for 
the purpose of smuggling into the 
United States. SS 

In any case, the order requiring a 
jlicense to import passed last May has 
had the effect of very materially cur- 
tulling imports. For instance, during 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1919. 
there had been imported 12,233 ounces 
while fcr the three months July,.Aug- 


-lust and September only “1,544 ounces 


had been Imported. For the fiscal 
year 30,087 ounces of morprinc had 
been Imported while for the three 
months only 2,695 ounces had been 
brought in. Of crude oplum 34,263 
pounds had been brought. In during 
the year, as against only 110 pounds 
for the three months. x 

“Ix it true.” asked Mr. Sinclair, of 
Guysboro, “that there has been a tre- 
mendous Increase In the imports of 
these drugs {n Ontario during the past 
year or so? 

“We have no information to that 
effect,” said Mr. Itowell. ‘And there 
is no ground for the belief that there 
has been any increase due to any law 
passed» in Ontario during the past 
year or 50,” 

Mr. Rowell sald that personally he 
would favor Government control of 
such drugs.

Knowing no music, but getting 
hold of a violin and ag ultar, he be- 
came an expert performer in threo 
weeks, Through a correspondence 
course he earned two degrees from 
the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege, one requiring a profound knowl- 
edgo of mathematics, tho other of 
engincering. Yet nobody saw him 
reading except at odd moments, As 
2 mathematician he is said to be 
remarkable as a lightning calculator 
and in solving problems in mental 
arithmetic, Stroud’s own explanation 
ig that these gifts of mathematics 
and music just “come to hint on 
waves.” He has studied :theosophy, 
and claims to be able to release his 
astral body at will. -That is one side 
of him. The other, the Jdlot side, is 
in his ignorance of what is due oth- 
ers. When a little kindness {s shown, 
he is in doubt whether to say thanks 
or to prostrate himself beforo his 
benefactor and burst Into tears. For 
any slight or injury, on the other 
hand, he immediately begins to plot 
murder, 2 man’s lite biood, in his 
opinion, being necessary to wipe out 
the memory of the most genial Insult.

The lmit is entirely at the dis- 
cretion of the underwriter, and 
there have been cases in which a 
man has yerltured £50,000, and even 
£108 .000, on the safe voyage of a 


"When a man‘thus risks hundreds 
or thousands on a stake so full of 
uncertainty as the safety of a ship, 
which naturally encounters so many 
dangers, her voyage is a matter of 
daily, anxiety to him until <she 
reaches her, destination. 

When she Is overdue the anziety’ 
of the underwriter -increases, and 
each. day that» passes without the 
ship’s‘arrival at her destination be- 
ing reported adds to it. He begins 
to see the wisdom of reducing his 
risk by “hedging,” and at this stage 
the “doctor,” as he is called at 
Lloyd's, comes on the scene. 

The “doctor” is a man’who deals 
in overdue risks, and for an Increas- 
ed premium is willing to take the 
original underwriter’s responsibility 
on his own shoulders. 

When the original premium was, 
say, 25s. per cent., the “doctor” de- 
mands five t,as the risk 
increases through tho continued 
non-arrival of the overdue ship, ten, 
twenty, fifty, or more guineas for 
each £100 insured. 

‘In some cases an underwriter has 
paid as much as seventy and ninety 
guineas per cent. to relnsuro an over- 
due.vessel, which has turned up safe- 
ly after all, to his chagrin and the 
“doctor’s” great jubilation. 

It is thus easy to see with what 
trepidation a man who has staked 
a large sum on an overdue vessel 
must enter the “chamber of horrors," 
dreading day by day to see the fatal 
announcement that must mean a 
avy loss, and may mean absolute

‘War, and a\man with otany of the 
characteristics, according to report, 
of Yold “Premier Clemenceau: His 
personality is described as “forceful,” 
and he has a “fighting jaw’ which 
somewhat resembles that of the old 
“Tiger.” “Already, under ‘his direc- 
tion, the Germanized industries of the 
provinces are being converted Into a 


part of the French system, 

He was o lawyer and a newspaper 
publisher at various times, and he 
Waa one of thé leading ‘French So- 
clalists for many years. But he haa 
Srown conservative and, like Clemen- 
ceau, ‘bears few of the markings of 
the ‘Socialist, and, like Clemenceau, 


has weathered many of the storms of, 


French politics. © The two used to be 
friends, then became antagonized, 
ard it was not until Clemenceau re- 
cently was wounded by an anarchist 
that they became wholly reconciled. 

A stocky, thi¢k-set man, with re- 
gular, swarthy features, heavy white 
moustache, ‘and thick, white hair, he 
is the personification of strength. It 
has long been a saying in France that 
{’Millerand’ nover backs: up." He 
‘ought ' ‘a duel mine a ears deputy

once because he would not yield a 
disputed point. _He was wounded 
and so lost the duel, but he later 
triumphed in the issue over which 
they fought. It was Millerand’s re- 
fusal to “back up” that caused him 
to resign as Minister of War In 1913, 
when a crisis arose over his restor- 
ation of Col. Paty du Clam to the 
army. Paty du Clam, because of his 
part in the disgraceful Dreyful af- 
fair, was in disrepute. When Miller- 
and entered the War Ministry he 
found a promise left by his predeces- 
sor io give Paty du Clam a commis- 
sion In the French-colanial "force. 
Millerand regardo#, it as\2 promise 
he was: compelled to res! 

When the appointment was made 
& great uproar resulted, and the 
whole Cabinet was threatened with 
overthrow. Millerand saved the sit- 
uation by resigning, but in his letter 
of resignation he declared he would 
follow the same course again were 
the same circumstances to arise, 

He was Minister of Commerce un- 
der Waldeck-Rousseau, béing at that 
time the first Socialist ever appoint- 
ed to a ministerial post by the French 
Government.

Then later in the 
morning came the men of the 75th 
Battalion behind them, passed 
through thelr positions and went on 
through the Drocourt-Queant ne. 

Capt. Bellenden Seymour Hutche- 
son, medical officer of the 75th Bat- 
talion, went over the top with the at- 
tacking troops with his stretcher- 
bearers, The enemy. was” pouring 
down eavy barrage over the hill- 
side, which at that time of day was 
flooded with sunshine, Under the 
fre Capt. Hutcheson and his men 
worked incessantly. The machine 
guns took a heavy toll of the men 
attacking, and the gunners were not 
Particular about the persons that 
they shot. Stretcher-bearers were in 
as great danger as any, although 
they carried no weapons of self-de- 
fenca, and many fell. Wounded men 
Were strewn on the hillside. To these 
Capt. Hutcheson ministered unceas- 
ingly through the long day’s fighting. 

Under direct fire from a machine 
sup a Wounded offiter was lying se- 
Yerely wounded. Capt. Hutcheson 
went to him and dressed bis Wounds, 
then pressing into service some of 
the prisons to assist his bearers, 
he got the officer away to safety. 
Many of the bearers fell on the way. 
But the doctor’s work was not done, 
Seeing a wounded sergeant lying un- 
der fire he rushed to him and placing 
him in a shell hole, dressed his 
wounds. Theso are only a few of the 
gallant acts of this medical officer 
In a long day of service for the 
wounded before the Drocourt-Queant 
line, The British war. authorities 
awarded him the highest honor in 
their gift, the Victoria Cross. 

Bellenden Seymour Hutcheson wag 
born December 16, 1883, at Mount 
Carmel, HI. Ho graduated from the 
Northwestern | University, Chicago, 
and before going overseas practiced 
as a physician and surgeon at Mound 
City, IM., where his father atill lives, 
Capt. Hutcheson went to Toronto in 
the :fall of.1915 to join the army 
and was first attached to tho 97th 
Battalion. Previous to winning the 
Victoria Cross, Capt. Hutcheson won 
the Military Cross, the official record 
for which reads: 

“Before tho battalion reached {ts 
jumping-off position the enemy put 
down a heavy barrage, and many 
casualties were sustained. This ofi- 
cer worked unecasingly in attending 
to and dressing the wounded under 
heavy fire in open ground. During 
the mopping-up of a‘village he Pass- 
ed through the streets several times, 
attending to the wounded. He also 
voluntarily dreased nearly 100 enemy 
wounded who had been left behind,” 
—Carolyn Cornell in Toronto ‘Star 
Weekly.

of tho Returned Sfen Who Go on 
the Iand Will Prove Successfal 


Encouraging Reports Are Com- 
ing From'the West. 

“VERY g00d soldier turned in- 
‘to a plucky and exceedingly 
busy farmer, with 320 acres 
of his own to look after, is 

E. K. Kilngbiel, who is now at work 
on a homestead In the Red Deer dis- 
trict of Alberta. He is a fair sample 
of several soldier-farmers who have 
come back from fighting and taken 
up ploughing and that kind of thing, 
in as determined ama courageous a 
spirit as they took up their soldier- 
ing. The Soldiers Settlement Board 
helped him to make a start, and if 
the weather is kind to him this sum- 
mer he will have a contribution to 
make to what Is known as the na- 
tlon’s. bread basket. 

The Klingbiels went out on the 
land In the manner of real pioncers, 
with an outfit of horses, some farm 
machinéry; a tent to lye In and a 
wagon-load of chattels. The tent will 
be replaced with a little house before 
the summer {is over, and In due 
course there will be a thrifty farm 
house on that particular half-section, 
for the Kiingbiels are going to mako 
yood as farmer and farmerette. 

Most of the other. soldicr-farmers 
will make good, too. One of.the off- 
clals of the Soldier Settlement Board 
says that 100 per cent. of the men 
whom it is helping to go on the land 
will prove successful in thelr new 
work, but even if one makes a falr 
allowance for occasional misfits and 
grouchers, there will still be a mar- 
gin large enough to prove the gen- 
cral success of the scheme. 

It fs expected that between 7,000 


next, year, In all parts of the Dom- 
inion, under-the auspices of the Set- 
tlement Board. Somewhat more than 
half of these will be located in the 
Prairie’ Provinces. Alberta is Ikely 
to retain the lead which it kas al- 
ready taken, Inasmuch as tt has the 
largest areas of avyzilable land for the 
purpose. The offices of the board in 
Edmonton, and Calgary’are like bar- 
gain-day counter rushes just now, 
and the back-to-the-land movement 
fs on fn full swing. But for that 
matter the same story can be told 
from evory province in the Domintona. 

Arrangemenss have. been made by 
the SetUlement Board to help the ex- 
soldiors with their purchases of stock 
and equipment, a branch of the sere 
vice having been established for that 
Particular purpose, Leading manu- 
facturers of farm implements are giv- 
ing special prices to the soldiers, on 
requisition from the board, and luz. 
ber supplies will be purchased om 
similar terms. Horses und cattle are 
‘being sold from Government stables, 
guaranteed safe and sound. Every 
Precaution is being taken to get the 
setuler started right.

proportions, In April $1,200,000 was 
given out on approved loans to sol- 
dier-farmers in Alberta, and Mani- 
toba way a close second with $1,055,- 
000. Saskatchewan took something 
over’ $500,000, and will greatly ex- 
ceed that amount in May, since it is 
now catching up with the other pro- 
vinces. ¥ 

Major E. J. Ashton, commissioner 
of the board, has been doing some 
figuring as a result of his recent in- 
spection tour of the Weater2 offices. 
He takes Saskatchewan as an illus- 
tration, and on tho estimate of the 
military authorities, who say that 


men still to demobilize in that pro- 
vince, he has been counting up the 
possible money totals that Canada 
will be called upon to face before 
the thing is through. It is said in 
Saskatechewan that 75 per cent. of 
the men are expressing a desire to 
go on the Jand, and the average loan 
out of a possible 7,500 Is running at 
about $4,000. At this rate the total 
loans in one province alone will 
amount to-more than $70,000,000. 

The landward tendency of the re- 
turned soidiers is, of course, more in 
evidence in the prairie provinces 
than elsewhere in Canada, and be- 
cause Alberta and Saskatchewan are 
making such giant strides In the 
-Taoney-loaning business Is not to say 
that the Foderal Treasury is to be 
over-taxed in an effort to get the 
soldiers on the land in the quickest 
time possible.» But just the same the 
Settlement Board’s program of re- 
habilitation is one of the most hu- 
manly interesting and financially tre- 
mendous projects that Canada has 
ever undertaken.

itatement was issued in London from 
Argylo House, It is pointed out that 
ill such arrangements must be ap- 


side whether the. application will 
slash" with that of any other units, 
The ‘statement says: 

“Certain zealous people may have 
tried to make arrangements for sites 
without passing applications through 
the proper channel, and even had of- 
fers made to them personally. Such 
offers must not ‘be confounded with 
Maims submitted by the Canadian 
Jovernment: through its proper oM- 
¢lals.. It has been thought in some 
quarters that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has shown-a certain degreo of 
laxlty in atcepting offers of land. On 
the contrary, the Canadian Govern- 
mont were the first to submit detailed 
plans to the British Battle Exploits 
Memorial Committee, and the plans 
submitted were the first to recelve the 
approval ‘of the committee in their 
entirety. ‘The sites approved by the 
(mperial Committee arc; St. Julien, 
Courcelette, Observatory Ridge 
(Sanctuary Wood),. Vimy (Hill 145), 
Passchendaclo, Caix (between Caix, 
and Le Quesnel), Dury (Drocourt- 
Quenant Line), and Bourlon Wood. 

“Col. H, T, Hughes, C.M,G., D.S.O., 
who has the Canadian interests In 
hand, attended a conference at Ot- 
tawa at which Gen. Sir Arthur Currle, 
Hon. Martin Burell, acting Prime 
Minister, Sir George Perley and Maj.- 
Gen. Mewburn were present. It: was 
decided not to fix up on the type or 
design of memorials until tho. titles 
of tho property and permission: to 
build have been optained. Col. 
Hughes has proceeded to France and: 
Belgium to complete surveys and 
make arrangements to secure land 
and obtain the titles, A preliminary 
estimate of $500,000 was authorized 
by Parllament for the memorials, 
and representatives of the War, 
Graves’ Commission havo been in- 
Btructed to render assitance to Col. 
Hughes, and both the War Office and 
the Foreign Office are giving such 
assistance as will undoubtedly much 
facilitate matters. The Belgian Goy- 
ernment, With characteristic generos- 
{ty, have expreased their willingness 
to do all they can to presont the sites 
required for Canada. It {s understood 
the Imperial uuthoritics have under 
consideration tho erection of a me 
morial at Menin Gate, Ypres. This

A GHURKA WARRIOR. 





Young Man From India Will Live In 
Canada. + 


A Ghurksa, one of those sturdy In- 
dian fighters whose name has spread 
terror-among the enemies of Britain 
for nearly a century, has been visit- 
ing numerous Canadian cities and 
towns during the past few months, 
and attra & much attention by his 
unusual ring. af 

Little’ more han a lad in age 
Kamel Khan Is nevertheless a vet- 
eran of many campaigns. Following 
the custom of the,Ghurkas he joined 
-the military school when he was a 
y of twelve, and by the time-the 
war broke out he was a fully trained 
soldier. 

With his seven brothers Pte, Khan 
served In the Imperial army, follow- 
ing the footsteps of their father, who 
had been a soldier of Queen Victoria. 
Before the Great War he saw ser- 
vice in the hill-fighting against the 
Afridis. “There is always fighting 
there,” he explained, When the war 
broke out he enlisted with the ist 
Ghurka Regiment at .Tibit, India. 
From Singapore he went to Cawn- 
pore, where he trained, and then 
went straight to France. 

He was transferred to the 42nd 
Ghurka Regiment, with which he 
went into action. He fought in 
France until May, 1915, when he was 














Egypt, and in February, 1916, he 
Was wounded a second time. In the 
attack at Gailipoli he was wounded 
a third time, in December, 1916. 
Returning to France he was gassed 
at'Amiens, in 1918, and was wound- 
ed again at the battle of Cambrai. 

Durirg this period Pte, Khan suc- 
ceeded in winning the ‘Military 
Medal and the St. George's Cross, an 
Indian decoration. As he desires to 
see this country he has enlisted in the 
Royal Canadian Highlanders and ex- 
Pects to serve in Canada for a num- 
ber of years. 

He is a crack shot and carries the 
“crossed rifles,” but his favorite wea- 
pon is the kukri, the national wea- 
pon of the Ghurka, with which they 
do terrible execution. He carries 
this carved knife in his belt, having 
received special permission to do so. 
This he guards jealously and will not 
allow anyone to handle it. 

There is no question about his 
being.a warrior. His sole subject of 

* conversation is fighting. He talked 
incessantly about it as a boy would 
talk about-his play. “Ghurka fight 
any time,\gli the time,” he said. 

. “Two o'clock in the morning, good 

time, but fight all night and all day. 

“Canadians good. fighters, like 
Ghurkas,” was a tribute he paid. 
“Canadians take prisoners, though. 
Ghurka never take prisoners.” 

Ho laughed glecfully as he re- 
* counted the various “killings” he had 
Participated in. Fighting the hills- 
men on the northwest frontier, the 
Turks in the Gallipoli or the Ger- 
-} mans in France, all had resulted in 
the same ending. A wild chirge, the 
flashing, hacking kukri, and then 
the return with the noses and ears 
of his ‘adversaries in his pocket to 
show as “‘souvenirs.”* 

Pointing to a scar on his forehead 
he explained that it was inflicted by 
a Turkish bayonet as he was enter- 
ing a dugout while serving In the 
Egyptian campaign, He then entered 
the dugout single-handed and killed 
the seventeen occupants. This was 
the occasion for which he received 
the bar to his Military Medal.

Raising Queen Bees.

Most Serviceable Coverings May Be 

Made From Men's Handkerchiefa ,

It fs a good plan to. make the 
sleeves from men's handkerviiefs; the 
cheap ones, sold for ten cents, answer 
the purpose. Perhaps the most serv- 








Iceable kind 1s that with a white cen- 


ter and a colored border. A center 
of solld tint is pretty, and may show. 
tho dirt less; but the tint fs likely to 
soon fade, and the goods on which i£ 
{s used is likely to be more expensive 
than the white handkerchiefs, 

Fold the handkerchiefs diagonally, 
twice, to form a right-angied triangle, 
tour folds in thickness, with the edges 
of the handkerchief as the hypotenuse, 
Then cut off one of the corners or 
acute angle, somewhat on a slant.

For the founder of Indiana is no 
other than Francols Marie Bissot de 
Vincennes, grandson of Francols 
Bissot de la Riviere, first seigneur of 
Vincennes. A 

He was born in Monireal on June 
17, 1700, of the marriage of Jean 
Baptiste Bissot do Vincennes, officer 
in the army, and of Marguerite For- 
estier, He wax baptised the same 
day by. M. l’Abbe Breslay, his god- 
father being bis cousin, Francois 
Margane de Batilly, also an army 
officer, $ 

The “Morgan” theory is thus now 
disposed of. In afterwards signing 
himself “Margane de Vincennes,” 
Francois-Marie Bissot but followed 
a custom suMciently common among 
French-Canadians under the French 
regime, as it is to-day, of using the 
godfather’s name jn preference to 
that given in baptism. 

From his eigh*zenth birthday, our 
hero served with his soldier father 
among the Mian posts as a cadet. 
Later he was given the command o} 
a military post on the Wabash river 
{n the Mlinols country. According to 
tradition, this was situated in the 
nelghborhood, or perhaps even on, 
the actual site of the important town 
of Vincennes, the Srst capital city 
of Indiana. {[n thly district he re- 
mained for many years, upholding 
the good name of France. 

The want of success of the frst 
campaign in 172¢ of Le Moyne de 
Blenville, Governor of Loulslana, 
against the powerful Chicachas, 
Prompted a second by him in 1736, 
by way of revenge, and with the in- 
tention of humiliating the Chica- 
ehas for ever. 

This second attenipt was ‘also 
futile, although all the commandants 
of the posts oft(he west were ordered 
by the King of France to put their 
forces at the service of Bienville. 
One of the latter was the Sleur de 
Vincennes, then commanding the fort 
of the Peauguichlas. 

In the course“of the campaign de 
Vincennes perished nobly by fire, 
with his companions and their Jesuit 
chaplain, Antoine Senat, after hav- 
ing been stripped naked, inhumanely 
insulted and cruelly béaten, and fin- 
ally thrown on two blazing funeral 
: piles on the little hil of the enemy's 




















This was on Palm Sunday; March 
25, 1736. “It is diMeult to establish 
the exact site where this distinguish- 
ed son of Montreal was put to death, 
but all the evidences are of one ac- 
cord in placing the forts of the Chica- 
chas near Fulton, in the county of 
Lee, Mississippi, in the United States. 

One word more, Major Mallet in 
his appcal of 1897 expressed the hope 
that when the identity of M. de Vin- 
cennes should have been historically 
established, his memory should be 
Perpetuated by a memorial in the 
slate of Indiana, Causa finita est; 
may the statue in bronze of Fran- 
cols-Marie Bissot de Vincennes of 
Montreal, grace a public place either 
at Vincennes, the ancient capital of 
the American Northwest, or at In- 
@lanapolis, the present capital of the 
state!

If 
they continue fying overnead for a 
jonsiderable time, then the downpour 
nay not be immediate, but {ts dura- 
tion may prolonged when it docs 
appear. Should the birds, In addb 
tion to remaining long on the wing, 
indulge in 2 loud clamor, then the 
disturbance in the weather conditions 
ts likely to be severe. 

The peacock is credited with much 
discernment as regards the weather. 
His proud, dignified strut vanishes, 
and ho gives vent to shrill, ear-split- 
ting screams when rain is approach- 
lng. 

‘Swallows are unerring in their in- 
stinct.

Tho vessel has been reconditioned since the war ceased and recently completed her maiden 
trip to Quebec under her now name. The photographs here. reproduced sive an adoquate description 
of her interior arrangements and fittings, and will compare fayogably with the great Leviathans in 
this respect.. Tho “Empress of France” has a length of 600 ft.; beam 72 ft.: depth (to D. deck) 54 
ft. 6 in.; and a tonnage of 18,000 gross, A striking peculiarity im the crulser’s stern, which imparts 
& warlike appearance to the vessel, Her war record Is one to be proad of. : 

The “Empress of France” as the S.S. “Alsatian” was requisitioned for war purposes yinder Royal 
Proclamation inimediately on her arrival at.the Port of Liverpool, midnight on the 6th August 1914. 
After completion. of discharge, the entire removal-of all passenger accommodation and other: wood- 

work, she was armed with 8-6 §n. guns, commissioned and manned ‘by a naval crew under the com- 
mand of Captain V. Phillimore, D.S.O., and was attached to the 10th Cruiser Squadron on “northern

Itogers, the In« 

ventor of a wireless system for under 

ground and submarine transilissfon, 

stated: “Six or seven years ago, I 

began experiments with the transmis:

Europe. I placed my antennae in 
trenches radiating from a center and 
polnting by. the compass toward the 
distant station from which I- wished 
to recelve. I demonstrated to the navy 
department that. eight operators may 
recelve at-once from eight separate 
wires. My system was installed at 
New Orleans, the Great Lakes station, 
and Belmar, N. Y., and is now used 
at the principal wireless stations in the 
United States. I have found the best 
results with my wires buried six feet 
below the surface in damp: ground, 
Some of my experiments were conduct.
